Albers was born in Westphalia, Germany and studied art in Berlin, Essen, 
Municu and at one senooi of i'?uh-;us. -ie became a Bauhausmeister and remained at the 
school from 1922 until it dissolved in lb33. There, he and L. Moholy-Kagy introduced 
and developed the uussian Constructivism of I 9 I 3 xvhich is considered tbs feundatien 
of today's "op" painting.
